Red Cross seeks 
first aid class of 
fifteen or more 


George F. Schneberger, chair­ 
man of Arlington Heights chapter 
of the Red Cross has received an 
announcement that the Red Cross 
is prepared to establish a first aid 
* class here if there are fifteen or 
more people who are interested in 
the course. 
Arlington Heights has a small 
^timber of police and firemen who 
Iiave taken the prescribed course. 
However it is equally 
important 
that business and professional men 
and others become fully acquaint­ 
ed with first aid and it is particu­ 
larly to these that Mr. Schneberger 
is directing an appeal for registra­ 
tions in such a class. The class 
will be open to residents of adjoin­ 
ing communities as the Red Cross 
can not expect to establish such 
classes in every community. 
Knowledge of first aid may save 
the life of a member of the family 
or friend of the person who takes 
the course. Those interested should 
call Arlington Heights No. 4 dur­ 
ing business hours or 432-J after 
ftve o’clock. 
When the course 
is completed, 
Arlington Heights will receive rec­ 
ognition and be designated as a 
F irst Aid Station and additional 
equipment will be assigned to the 
police and fire departments. 


Toxoids offered pupil* 
with positive reaction 
to diphtheria 


Toxoids for diphtheria following 
the Schick tests w’hich w’ere re­ 
cently conducted in the Arrington 
Heights schools will begin next 
Monday and Tuesday, it was an­ 
nounced by .Mrs. Clara Lund, R. 
V , school nurse. All parents of 
the children who had a positive re­ 
action are urged at this time to 
have them immunized so that they 
w'ill be protected from diphtheria. 
The toxoids are administered in 
three doses, and are spaced three 
weeks apart. Fop complete protec­ 
tion every child should have the 
three 
injections, 
and 
therefore 
those who are going to be immun­ 
ized should begin with the first 
ones Monday. The second admin­ 
istration of the toxoid will be giv- 
en on Monday, November IO, and 
the third on Monday, December I. 
Local doctors will do the immuniz­ 
ing, for which there w'ill be a min­ 
imum charge of 50 cents a dose. 
W hen the Schick tests were giv­ 
en during the first part of October, 
over 500 children took the test, and 
about 200 reacted positively. Let­ 
ters have been sent to all the par­ 
ents requesting their consent for 
the immunization and urging their 
cooperation in protecting Arling­ 
ton Heights children from diph­ 
theria. 
C hildren need never be a victim 
of this menacing disease, for sci­ 
ence has found a wav to protect 
them from this infection. With the 
proper immunization and periodical 
checkups to assure the effectiveness 
of the toxoids, every child can be 
safeguarded. Immunization should 
be done during the first years of 
life, but if it has not been given, 
the child should 
be 
immunized 
when he enters school, and espec­ 
ially in the first and second grades. 
Further information in regard 
to the toxoids may be obtained bv 
calling Mrs. Lund at the Health 
Center.

Some thought 
it a lark, while to' others it was 
a terrifying experience. Traveling 
at night over strange roads,.across
